The amendment to claim 10, setting forth that claim 10 depends from claim 1 1, is an example of a new issue requiring further 
consideration and/or search. More specifically, claim 10 now requires the at least one registration feature to comprise a groove and also 
comprise a line marked on the printer, and this combination of features is not disclosed in the instant application.
